nay more then theſe, not fear*d to commit evil, 
and ſhall I trembſe at the puniſhment? 
Now with as much reſolved conſtancy, 
as I offended, will I pay the mulct, 
and this black ſtain laid on my family, 
then which anobler hath not place in Rowe, 
Waſh with my blood away. Learn of me Clodius, 
II teach thee what thou never ſtudieſt yet, 
thats bravely how to dy. Judges are term'd 
the Gods on earth ; and ſuch as are corrupt 
read me in this my ruine. Thoſe that ſucceed me 
that ſo offend, thus puniſh. This the ſum of all, 
Appius that ſfin'd, by Appius hand ſhall fall. Kils himſelf 
Virg. He dyed as boldly as he baſcly ert d, | 
and ſo ſhould every true bred Roman do. 
And he whole liſe was odious, thus expiring, 
in his death fotceth piry. Clodius thou 
waſt follower of his fortunes in his being. 
therefore in his not being imitate 
his fair example. 
Clad. Death is terrible 
unto-a conſcience that's oppreft with guile. 
They ſay there is Elixiam and Hel, 
the fitſt I have forfeited, the latter fear. 
My skin is not ſword proof. 
Icil. Why doſt thou pawſe ? | 
Ciod. For mercy,mercy I intreat you all. 
It not ſufficient for Virginia flain 
that Appius ſuffered;one of noble blood, 
and eminence in place, for a Plebian? - * 
Beſides, he was my Lord and might command me : 
If I did ought, twas by compulſion, Lords, 
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Tragedy. 61 


and therefore I crave mercy. 
Tcil. Shall I doom him ? 
Virg. Do, good Icilius. 
Icil. Then J ſentence thus: | 
Thou hadſt a mercy, moſt unmerriting ſlave, 
of trhich thy baſe bitth was not capable, 
which we take off by taking thence thy ſword. 
And note the difference *cwixt a noble ſtrain, 
and one bred from the rabble:both alike 
dai'd to tranſgreſſe, bur ſee their odds in death: 
1 70 dy'd like a Roman Gentleman, 
and a man both wayes knowing; but this ſlave 
is only ſenſible of vitious living. 
not apprehenfive of a noble death. 
Therefore as a baſe Malefactor (we) 
and timetous ſla ve, give him (as he deſerves) 
unto the common Hangman. 
Clod What, no mercy ? 
eil. Stop's mouth, 
away with him:the life of the Decemvirs 
expires in them. Rowe thou atlength art free, 
_ reſtored unto thine ancient liberty. 
Minut, Of Confuls: which bold Junius Brutus firſt 
_ in Tarquin: fall. Virginins you 
and young Icilius ſhall his place ſucceed, 
ſo by the peoples ſuffrage *cis decreed. 
Vir g. We martial then our ſouldiers in that name 
of Conſuls,hononred with theſe golden bayes. 
Two fair, but Ladies moſt infortunate, 
have in their rains raiſ d declining Rowe, - 
Lacretia and Virginia,both renown'd ; 
for chaſtity. Souldiers and noble Romans 
to grace her death,whoſe life hath freed great Rome, 
march with her Courſe to her ſad Funeral Tomb. E xennt. 
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
